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(54) HANGER ATTACHMENT FURNITURE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To confirm the back view of 
himself/herself on the spot by attaching a three-sided 
mirror to at least one side panel of hanger attachment 
furniture. 

SOLUTION: A pair of the side panels 23 and 23a are 
erected from a bottom plate 22 and one supporting pole 
24 is put across a ceiling part. While both end parts are 
supported by the side panels 23 and 23a, the supporting 
pole 24 is arranged between decorative panels 25 and 
25a in a rectangular shape so as not to be viewed from 
an outer side. Within the two side panels 23 and 23a, to 
the outer part of one side panel 23, the three-sided 
mirror 26 is attached. The three-sided mirror 26 is 
composed of a front mirror and two side mirrors in an 
almost half size and is biparted. Thus, after clothes are changed or the like, the back view or 
the like is confirmed on the spot and handleability is extremely improved. Also, since a place 
is not taken as the furniture, an installation space can be small.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Hanger fittings characterized by attaching a three-way mirror at least in one side of the side 
plate of the pair which starts to an abbreviation perpendicular to a floor line while supporting the both 
ends of the support pole by which constitutes the hook sections, such as a hanger, and a diameter is 
carried out horizontally. 

[Claim 2] Said three-way mirrors are hanger fittings according to claim 1 characterized by being 
attached in said side plate free [ closing motion ] through the hinge of the letter of the abbreviation for 
W characters.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to hanger fittings. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The furniture called a hanger mirror is in the furniture for containing the 
clothes hooked on the hanger. 

[0003] Between this side panel 1 and 1, the diameter of the one pole 2 is carried out, and this hanger 
mirror is contained by this pole 2 possible [ horizontal migration of a hanger 3 ] while the side panels 1 
and 1 of a pair are arranged at both sides, as shown in drawing 6 . Moreover, the longwise mirror 4 may 
possess in one side panel 1. 

[0004] By such hanger mirror 10, since the side panel 1 and the clothes stowage 5 formed between one 
are carrying out opening to both sides, even if it had arranged in what kind of location indoors, clothes 6 
could be taken in and out easily, and a use kitchen is good and has won popularity in the commercial 
scene. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By the way, although it can make up before that or 
appearance can be prepared by such hanger mirror 10 when the mirror 4 possesses, the sight of their 
back or a back hair style cannot be checked. 

[0006] Therefore, it had to move even to the location on which a hand mirror is brought or the three-way 
mirror is put and there was a case where it did not attach to expectation of a user to check such a part 
especially. 

[0007] This invention aims at offering the hanger fittings which can check their sight of their back etc. 

on that spot in view of such the actual condition. 

[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention is characterized by attaching a three-way mirror in one 

[ at least ] side panel of hanger fittings. 

[0009] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] In the hanger fittings of this invention, the double three-way mirror 
opening outward is attached at least in one side of a side panel. Thereby, a user can check the sight of 
his back etc. in front of a hanger mirror. 
[0010] 

[Example] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained. Drawing 1 thru/or drawing 3 are what 
showed the hanger mirror 20 concerning this invention, and by this hanger mirror 20, while the side 
panels 23 and 23a of a pair are set up from the bottom plate 22 made movable by the axle-pin rake 21 of 
four corners, the diameter of the one support pole 24 is carried out to the head-lining section. 
[001 1] Although both ends are supported by side panels 23 and 23a, this support pole 24 is arranged 
between the rectangle-like panel 25 and 25a so that it may not be visible from an outside. Between two 
side panels 23 and 23a, outside one side panel 23, as shown in drawing 2 and drawing 3 , the three-way 
mirror 26 is attached in the way. This three-way mirror 26 consists of a front mirror 27 and two rearview 
mirrors 28 and 28a which are the magnitude like one half, and has become the so-called double doors 
opening outward. 

[0012] The front mirror 27 and rearview mirrors 28 and 28a are attached free [ rotation ] by two upper 
and lower sides on hinges 32 and 32 while uniting with the plates 29, 30, and 30a which become a 
radical, as respectively shown in drawing 4 and drawing 5 . 



[0013] The hinge 32 used for this installation presents the letter of the abbreviation for W characters, as 
' , -it expands to drawing 5 and was shown, and it consists of a rotation shaft 33 and pieces 34 and 34 of a L 
character-like chip box. The petty end faces 29b and 30b of these plates 29 and 30 can be covered by the 
piece 34 of a L character-like chip box of a hinge 32 by attaching such a hinge 32 in the tooth-back side 
of a plate 29 and 30 grades. In addition, a screw 35 can be made to spiral in the thickness direction to 
each plates 29 and 30. 

[0014] Therefore, while a screw 35 can be inserted in in the thickness direction from the principal plane 
of each plates 29 and 30 and mutual connection becomes firm by this by using such a hinge 32, each 
plates 29 and 30 do not break. 

[0015] Thus, after performing spare clothing etc. in the formed hanger fittings, the sight of its back etc. 
can be checked on that spot, and a use kitchen is very good. For example, when Japanese clothes etc. are 
worn, even if it does not move, back can be checked on that spot and it is convenient. Moreover, since a 
location is not taken as furniture, an installation tooth space may be small. 
[0016] 

[Effect of the Invention] With the hanger fittings concerning this invention, as explained above, since 
the three-way mirror possesses, after changing one's clothes, the sight of its back can be checked on that 
spot, or a back hair style etc. can be checked. 

[0017] Moreover, since a W character-like hinge is used on the occasion of installation, a three-way 
mirror is firmly fixable to a side panel.
